LEADERS REST 
IN NAZI TRUCE 


Von Pp pen Issue Dropped for 
The Present; Storm Troop­ 
ers Big Problem. 


Berlin, July 7 (A P).- A political 
truce was put into effect today by 
the Nazi high command in a de­ 
term ined effort to efface all re ­ 
m aining traces of G erm any’s bloody 
“second revolution.” 
Chancellor Adolph Hitler left for 
his sum m er home in the Bavarian 
Alps for inspiration while his tru st­ 
ed sub-leaders also are taking their 
first rest since their party's purging 
of “plotters and traitors.” 
Two million storm troopers, tem ­ 
porarily stripped of their uniforms, 
are on a m onth's vacation. 
Their

most political problem

Paris, July 7 (AP).—The prospect 
of being called upon to pay excess 
taxes, estimated to aggregate $100,- 
000.000 executives of American firms 
doing business in France gave se­ 
rious consideration to quitting the 
country 
as parliament 
adjourned 
Friday without ratifying the anti- 
double taxation treaty. 
The taxes represent a levy on divi­ 
dends of American firms estimated 
to result from 
their 
business 
in 
France, but many firms have not 
been paying them and there has 
been no effort at collection for sev­ 
eral years. 
A spokesman for American inter­ 
ests said that some concerns al­ 
ready are speaking of leaving the 
country and of the possibility of 
retaliation in event efforts are made 
to collect the taxes now due.

The driveway through this part 
of the park is going to rack and 
ruin; weeds, tall and dense, line 
the sides of the roadway and are 
rising to shut \out some of the 
markers, and every evidence of 
neglect 
surrounds 
this 
section 
which a few years ago was a de­ 
lightful drive. 
It is unfortunate that to get on 
to hte Cavalry Field, a couple 
hundred yards of dirt and dusty 
township road must be traversed. 
It is just enough to discourage 
motorists from entering this sec­ 
tion of the battlefield more fre­ 
quently. 
This could easily be 
remedied by continuing the gravel 
battlefield avenue through to the 
Cavalry Field instead of running 
it into the dirt road, and then

through the cavalry arca. 
And with the C. C. C. provid­ 
ing plenty of help to keep down 
the weeds, no better use could be 
made of them for a few days than 
to put them to work cleaning up 
Cavalry Field and making it pre­ 
sentable to local folk and tour­ 
ists alike—those tourists who ask 
to go over it even though it is not, 
considered an essential part of 
the stereotyped story of the Bat­ 
tles at Gettysburg.
